The body of John Cardinal Glen- 
non, flown home from Ireland, 
arrived shortly before 3:30 o'clock 
this afternoon at the Archbishop's 
residence, 4510 Lindell boulevard. 

The transoceanic plane which 
brought the body home arrived at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field at 2:05 
o'clock, where it was met by a 
funeral procession headed by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, Auxil- 
jiary Bishop George J. Donnelly 
and Msgr. Mark K. Carroll, head 
of the Archdiocesan Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith. 

The huge transport taxied across 
the field to the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, where a 20-man naval guard 
of honor removed the casket from 
the plane and placed it in a hearse. 


Spectators began gathering at, 


the airport administration build- 
ing as early as 10 o'clock this 
morning, and at one time a crowd 
of 800 was on hand, but many 
departed when it was announced 
the funeral plane would proceed 
to the Naval Air Station, from 
which the public was barred. 
Nevertheless, more than 100 spec- 
tators, hats removed, were assem- 
bled on the highway outside the 
gate to the naval reservation when 
the plane arrived. 
Procession to Escort Body. 

A procession of 10 limousines 
and motorcycle policemen escorted 
the body to the Archbishop’s resi- 
dence. There attendants from 
the Arthur J. Donnelly undertak- 
ing establishment were to robe it 
in new vestments and transfer it 
from an oak to a bronze casket. 
Between rows of priests and uni- 
formed Christian Brothers College 
cadets, the metal casket was to be 
taken later inthe afternoon-to-St. 
Louis Cathedral, which the be- 
loved prelate built, and which he 
chose as his place of burial. 

The body will lie in state in the 
cathedral until the funeral at 10 
o'clock Saturday morning. 

There were no demonstrations 
along the route followed by the 
funeral procession, but at a num- 
ber of points spectators gathered 
in smal] knots silently bared their 
heads. Automobiles + were lined 
solidly along both sides of the 
highway leading from the airport 
for half a mile from the field, 
and as the limousines passed, the 
cars of spectators fell in behind, 
so the procession finally extended 
over a distance of two miles. 

Several hundred persons were 
assembled in front of the Arch- 
bishop's residence. After the body 
was taken inside the house, many 
spectators went to the Cathedral 
to await the procession bringing 
the metal casket there. 

Police rerouted traffic from this 
section of Lindell boulevard. 

A brief service for the Cardinal 
was held on the plane when it 
landed at LaGypardia Field for 
refueling after its trans-Atlantic 
flight. The service was conducted 
by the Auxiliary Bishops Stephen 
J. Donahue and Francis McIntyre

WASHINGTON, March 14—The 
swift-moving, dramatic  behind- 
the-scenes events that rose to a 
climax yesterday with Edwin W. 
Pauley’s capitulation in his fight 
for confirmation as Navy Under 
Secretary will long be discussed in 
the Capital as one of the most ex- 
citing political chapters in Capitol 
Hil} history. 

From the start of the week it 
was touch and go every moment. 
The picture changed with the 
rapidity of a cinema thriller, and- 
before its conclusion crusading 
Senator Charles W. Tobey, the 
“prosecutor” in the case, was 
ready for the hospital; “imper- 
turbable,” gum-chewing Senator 
Millard E, Tydings, Pauley’s chief 
defender, virtually was screaming; 
and Pauley, customarily stoical 
and emotionless, was said to have 
wept before Chairman David I. 
Walsh of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The battle ig now over, but it 
has’ left deep scars. “Big Ed” 
Pauley is not through as a political 
figure. He still has the backing 
of President Truman and Chair- 
man Robert E. Hannegan of the 
Democratic National Committee, 


and it Is an odds-on bet that he 
will be given another important 
appointment. 

Hé€ won't forget his political op- 
ponents. And the public won't 
forget him. In his six-week fight 
for confirmation he showed 


strength, perseverance and cour-/| 


age. The public will not forget 
this, nor will it lose sight of aes 
damaging testimony cumpited 
against him at the hearings. 

Today, as one result of this po- 
litical free-for-all of the decade, 
so far as such presidential ap- 
pointments go, Harold L, Ickes, 
his 13-year tenure as Interior Sec- 
retary at an abrupt end, sits at a 
desk in a Georgetown house over- 
looking the Potomac, preparing to 
write a syndicated column for 
publication in newspapers, includ- 
ing the Post-Dispatch. He, too, 
will not forget Pauley. And in his 
departure from the Cabinet, Ickes 
took with him a loyal and siz- 
able following of New Deal Demo- 
crats in a schism that may well 
affect the course of political his- 
tory.

Returns Filed More Promptly 
Because 7 Out of 10

The deadline for making fed- 
eral income tax returns without a 
penalty is midnight tomorrow, but 
today the income tax office in the 
basement of Federal Building was 
not overcrowded, 

Deputy collectors of internal 
revenue attributed the small last- 
minute crowd to the fact that 
most returns already had been 
filed. Seven out of 10 income tax- 
payers are getting refunds on pay- 
ments already deducted from their 
wages, rather than making addi- 
tional payments this year. Tax- 
payers, deputies said, tend to be 
more prompt in applying for re- 
funds than in making payments.

Support of Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann’s program for rat con- 
trol by the ‘city Health Division 
and opposition to the bills of Al- 
derman Vernon Riehl which would 
take away rat control work from 
the Health Division was expressed 
last night by the council of the 
St. Louis Medical Society. 

A resolution introduced by Dr. 
Grace Mountjoy, chairman of the 
society’s Committee on Public 
Health, recommended also munici- 
pal collection and disposal of all 
forms of rubbish. 

“We are opposed to the Riehl 
bills now pending before the 
Board of Aldermen,” the resolu- 
tion stated. “We recommend that 
rat control be left under the ad- 
ministration of the Health Di- 
vision. Rat control is logically 
and historically considered a pub- 
lic health problem. Any inprove- 
ment or expansion of rat control 
programs can easily be made un- 
der the present setup in the 
Health Division. 

“Basic in any rat control pro- 
gram is the proper removal of 
garbage and refuse. We therefore 
recommend the municipal collec- 
tion and disposal of all forms of 
refuse and the proper and effec- 
tive removal of garbage.” 

Public Forum Held. 

While the medical society coun- 
cil met at 3839 Lindell boulevard 
to discuss the problem, the chief 
proponents of the two suggested 
methods of ridding the city of rats 
met in a public forum sponsored 
by the St. Louis League of Wom- 
en Voters at the Church of. the 
Holy Apostles, 1244 Union boule- 
vard. to present the cases for their 
respective points of view.

DETROIT, March 14 (AP)—The 
automobile industry—eager to get 
into full production—today await- 
ed approval by General Motors 
employes of a settlement worked 
out yesterday. 

Both General Motors and the 
CIO United Auto Workers predict- 
ed speedy approval of the pro- 
posed contract, calling for an 18'%- 
cent hourly wage rate increase for 
175,000 workers, on strike since 


Nov. 21. 

Harry W. Anderson, company 
vice president, said it might be 
possible to recall some workers 
“some time next week,” and Wal- 
ter P. Reuther, union vice presi- 
dent and head of the General Mo- 
tors division, said the workers 
could be back on the job within 
a week after ratification of the 


settlement. 

Delegates to the union’s 200- 
man Genera] Motors council were 
on the way here for a meeting to- 
morrow at which they are expect- 
ed to ratify the agreement. 

Following the council’s action, 
the contract terms—providing for 
additional funds for adjustment 
of wage rate ‘inequalities between 
General Motors plants—will be 
placed before the 90 union locals 
involved. 

Early Action by Unions. 

The contract will be sent on for 
local approval regardless of the 
stand taken by the council, 

Union sources indicated the ac- 
tion of the locals would be com- 
pleted by mid-week. Observers 
expect little opposition to the con- 
tract. 

Referring to the contention of 
the union that wage inequalities 
to be remedied would more than 
equal the “extra penny” which it 
had sought in demanding a 19%- 
cent increase. 

“Well, that’s the union’s. inter- 
pretation. As a matter of fact, no 
one knows what the adjustments 
will amount to. They’re to be 
dealt with on a local level, and 
until they are, the amount cannot 
be determined.” : 

R. J. Thomas, union’ president, 
commented: “Considering every- 
thing, I think we have a pretty 
good contract.” 

Dr. Milton E. Eisenhower, mem- 
ber of a presidential fact-finding 
committee which on Jan. 10 
recommended a 19%-cent increase 
as a basis for settlement, said at 
Wichita, Kan., that the strike was 
a “controversy between a monopo- 
listic union and a semi-monopolis- 
tic company.” 

General Motors workers, many 
of whom were on picket lines 
when the settlement was an- 
nounced, greeted it with varying 
degrees of enthusiasm. 

Some expressed complete satis- 
faction with the agreement, others 
indicated they would wait to see 
what action the company and 
union took on issues vital only to 
certain localities. The company 
and the union agreed to thrash 
out these problems on local levels. 

The company, while issuing no 
statement, said through a spokes- 
man that the wage adjustments 
would add $64,750,000 to its annual

Ordered U. S.-Range Bomber. 

He confirmed that he ordered 
the Nazi aircraft industry to de- 
velop a bomber capable of flying 
to the United States and back, in- 
sisting that they do this work 
“expeditiously in case America 
entered the war.” The lack of 
aluminum and technological plan- 
ning caused him to forego devel- 
opment of long-range four-engine 
bombers, he said. 

Goering testified that in plan- 
ning the air force “I had to ascer- 
tain who could be the potential 
opponents in the war to start 
with. The chief opponent was 
Russia, but of course England, 
France, and Italy had to be con- 
sidered.”

Germs Resistant to Penicillin 


Losing Its Power 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
14 (AP)—Penicillin is losing its 
punch so rapidly that it was pre- 
dicted today this wonder drug 
may become almost completely 
useless in a few years for some 
of the most prevalent diseases. 
The trouble is not in penicillin, 
but in special strains of germs, 
present in many diseases, which 
are able to resist penicillin, and 
which are spreading rapidly while 
their fellows are being destroyed 
by the drug. 

The prediction was made by Dr. 
Hans Molitor, of the Merck Insti- 
tute for Therapeutic Research, in 
a report to the Federation of 
American Societies for Experi- 
mental Biology. The trouble that 
penicillin faces happens in most 
other medical remedies. In peni- 
cillin, however, the increase in the 
germs that resist the drug seems to 


be very rapid. 

In some hospitals penicillin 
cures of gonorrhea have dropped 
from almost 100 per cent to about 


50 per cent. In gonorrhea more 
than 30 different strains of germs 
are known. It makes no differ- 
ence to the patient which one 
causes the disease, but some of 
these strains resist penicillin. 

Dr. Molitor said*there were four 
ways in which to retard the loss 
of penicillin’s effectiveness. 

One is to give over-doses large 
enough presumably to kill even 
the resistant germs, This might 
be fairly safe with penicillin, as 
it is not toxic. The second is to 
combine several other drugs with 
penicillin. This is done occasion- 
ally now, though it Is not too sat- 
isfactory. 

The third is to discover new 
anti-biotics, as penicilin is called. 
An example is streptomycin. Strep- 
tomycin, however, is subject to 
loss of effectiveness in precisely 
the same way as penicillin. The 
fourth way is to give chemical 
compounds that make the germs 
more sensitive to penicillin. This 
method is not easy, because the 
same acids sometimes have the op- 
posite effect on the germs.

TOKYO, March 14 (AP)—Seiz- 
ure of seven and a half tons of 
contraband opium valued at more 
than $7,000,000 and the arrest of 
seven Japanese were anpounced 
today by the criminal investiga- 
tion division of Allied headquar- 
ters. 

The seizure, from two Japanese 
ships, was believed to be the 
largest since eccupation forces en- 
tered Japan. The Allied announce- 
ment said that the leader “of the 
opium ring is Masao Togawa, head 
of the Sankyo Co., mvin agent for 
supplying (Japan’s) Kwantung 
Army in Manchuria.” 

The contraband was found in 
a raid on the Kooun Maru and 
Eiho Maru in Osaki port “in the 
custody of Japanese police.” No 
report of the opium cargo had 
been made to the Allied command. 
Headquarters said supplies and 
goods had been traded in Man- 
churia for the opium shortly be- 
fore the end of the war.

LONDON, March 14 (AP)— 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
declared today Britain would “re- 
gret” any settlement between 
Russia and Iran which “appeared 
to be extracted” from the Tehran 
Government under duress while 
Soviet forces are still occupying 
the country. 

Bevin told ‘the House of Com- 
mons that despite the continued 
presence of Soviet troops in Irdn 
the British Government had taken 
no decision to put British troops 
back in the troubled area. 

“Nor,” he added, “have His 
Majesty’s Government taken any 
steps to open negotiations with 
the Iranian Government for the 
return of British troops.” 

Reviewing the Iranian situation 
up to the date of the agreed with- 
drawal, Bevin declared the British 
Government had _ received the 
“most categorical assurances” 
from Generalissimo Stalin and 
the Soviet Government that JIran’s 
integrity would be respected. 

“We were assured,” he added, 
“that there was no intention of 
taking aggressive action against 
her (Iran).” 

“It is very difficult for His 
Majesty’s Government to under- 
stand the present policy of Soviet 
Russia in this matter,” Bevin de 
clared, “and even more difficult 
to believe that all their assur- 
ances are not going to be ful- 
filled.” 

Bevin made his statement in re- 
ply to a question by Anthony 
Eden, acting leader of the Con- 
servatives and former foreign 
minister. Bevin said Britain had 
agreed in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council, for Russia and 
Iran to settle their differences by 
direct negotiation “on the clear 
assumption” that existing treaty 
obligations to withdraw Allied 
troops from Iran by March 2 
would be fulfilled. 


RED TANK EXPERT 
ON SCENE IN IRAN 


TEHRAN, March 14 (AP)—A 
column of Russian troops which 
left Tabriz in Azerbaijan was re- 
ported today to have swung west- 
ward in the direction of the Turk- 
ish border. 

Marshal Ivan Bagramian, Rus- 
sian expert on tank warfare and 
campaigning in difficult terrain, 
has been in Tabriz two or three 
weeks, sources disclosed last 
night. Bagramian made his repu- 
tation as commander on the Baltic 
front in the war with Germany. 

The Russian column which left 
Tabriz at first was reported mov- 
ing northward toward the Soviet 
border. At Marand, however, it 
turned westward ‘toward Khoi, 
north of Lake Urmia and near the 
Turkish border. 

Tabriz is about 40 miles directly 
east of the lake.

- WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP) 
—Former Secretary of the Interior 
Harold IL. Ickes implied in a 
radio address last night that At? 
torney General Tom Clark “jovial- 
ly ignored” perjury in the hear- 
ings on the nomination of Edwin 
W. Pauley for Under Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Following President Truman’s 
withdrawal of Pauley’s nomina- 
tion yesterday, Ickes made a 
speech last night before the Eco- 
nomic Club of New York. He 
charged that Truman’s adminis- 
tration lacks moral standards “to 
the degree that violation of the 
law is condoned although it may 
threaten the foundations of the 
Government.” 

“Why perjury is no longer con- 
sidered in some quarters, includ- 
ing many newspapers, as even a 
venial sin,” Ickes said, “The At- 
torney General, who ought to be 
diligent to invoke the penalty of 
the law for perjury, has in effect 
taken the position that when it 
sticks up its ugly head in a hear- 
ing into the qualifications of a 
man nominated for high federal 
office, it relates only to a ‘polit- 
ical controversy’ and apparently, 
therefore, is to be jovially ig- 
nored.” 

Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, charged in the hear- 
ing that “eight or nine times” 
Pauley had contradicted himself 
under oath. 

Ickes did not mention Pauley 
by name in the speech. When he 
stormed out of the Cabinet Feb. 
18, Ickes said he did not “care to 
‘stay on in an Administration 
where I am expected to commit 
perjury.” Ickes claimed Truman 
had asked him to go easy on 
Pauley when he testified; the 
President said he had asked Ickes 
to be kind to Pauley. 

“More than anyone else,” Ickes 
said, “the President has it in his 
. power to furnish moral leadership, 


_ not only with respect to legisla- 


-~ tion and social standards, but in 
~ the exercise of his vast appointive 
' powers. He must realize, on the 
basis of his great experience, that 
even the best laws will not exe- 
_cute themselves, nor will the high- 
est social standards be self-sus- 
taining... They must be given ef- 
fect by men of experience, probity 
and character.”

He said the “number of victims 
of the purge often were exagger- 
ated. As far as I remember 72 
to 76 persons were executed.” 

Defense of Fuehrer Principle. 

Goering defended the -Nazi pro- 
gram of blind obedience to the 
Fuehrer with the contention: “The 
Catholic Church is still relying on 
the leadership principle.

RUSSIAN 5-YEAR PROGRAM

MOSCOW, March 14 (UP)—Rus- 
sia has laid down a five-year pro- 
gram for the development of 
atomic energy it was revealed to- 
day. 

Sergei Vavilov, president of the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences, writ- 
ing in the Government newspaper 
Izvestia, said that under the pro- 
gram “physicists, chemists and 
engineers of all specialties will, 
of course, be engaged in atomic 
questions, the means of releasing 
internal atomic energy and kin- 
dred problems.”

The withdrawal of the nomina- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley as Un- 
der Secretary of the Navy brought 
editorial comment from the na- 
tion’s press today, with one paper 
viewing the action as “a major 
political defeat for the administra- 


tion.” 

The New York Times editorial- 
ized that the President's withdraw- 
al of Pauley’s nomination brought 
“to a fortunate end a distressing 
six weeks of turmoil that should 
never have happened,” 

“No matter how ably he might 
have served, Mr. Pauley was dis- 
qualified for the post,” the Times 
said. “His many years as an oil 
executive were too big a handicap 
for anyone to take into the Navy 
Department, where oil is so im- 
portant.a factor. 

“If President Truman is as able 
a politician as his friends credit 
him with being he will exercise 
unusual care in making the new 
nomination for the Navy post and 
send up to the hill a name against 
which there can be no legitimate 
complaint as there was, we be- 
lieve, a legitimate complaint 
against that of Mr, Pauley.” 


The New York Herald Tribuné 
declared that the nominee and 
President Truman “have gone 
down together in a last, dying 
barrage of bouqtets. Thus all is 
lost save honor; the latter is fully, 
exhaustively, indeed, somewhat 
fulsomely preserved.” 

“All is lost save honor, which is 
no doubt the important matter,” 
the paper continued.

Overshadows Iranian Issue. 

Stalin’s attack on Churchill, in 
form of an interview in Pravda, 
confirmed their views. It also 
completely overshadowed the Iran- 
‘jan crisis. Some experts here be- 
lieve that may be part of the ob- 
jective of the Russian attacks on 
Churchill's proposal. 

There has been no relief, how- 
ever, in the tension created by the 
State Department’s revelation 
that Soviet troops retained in 
Iran after the withdrawal dead- 
line have been reinforced with 
heavy combat equipment, 

Officials who see the Iranian 
situation as a test case in U.N.O. 
emphasize that they do not re- 
gard it as a test of war or peace. 
They are not convinced the die is 
cast that way. 

Iran Viewed as a Test. 

Instead, they consider’ the 
Iranian issue a test of whether 
the Soviet Union is really prepared 
to follow the principle of the 
U.N.O. charter—to resolve differ- 
ences with other countries by con- 
sultation, negotiation and com- 
promise—or is determined to go it 
alone irrespective of the wishes 
of other nations. 

If Russia takes that course, it 
is believed, it will be because it 
is convinced that Britain and the 
United States are inextricably 
committed to a policy of “gang- 
ing up” on Russia. 

Senator Brewster said the Unit-

During the New York stopover, 
Cardinal Spellman, who had made 
the flight to Rome with the 83- 
year-old prelate from St. Louis, of- 
fered a pontifical mass of requiem 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. At con- 
clusion of the mass he gave abso- 
lution to the deceased Cardinal 
over a catafalque in the middle 
aisle of the cathedral. Cardinal 
Spellman will attend the final re- 
quiem mass here Saturday. 

The plane, which flew to New 
York by way of Gander, New- 
foundland, left LaGuardia Field 
for St. Louis at 9:38 a.m.

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LABOR SECRETARY EXPECTS 
ERA OF INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Says Production Will Be So Big Year Hence 
That Industry Won’t Have Much 


of Wage 


Problem. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
--Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach, happy over settlement of the 
General Motors and General Elec- 
tric strikes, thinks the country is 
nearing a long period of compara- 
tive labor peace, 

In a press conference late yes- 


terday and a statement last night, 
he left no doubt of his feeling. 

However, Schwellenbach care- 
fully avoided saying there would 
be no more big strikes. In this 
connection, some government of- 
ficials have their fingers crossed 
concerning the possibility of a 
bituminous coal walkout in. April. 

The Department of Labor today 
revised its figures on the number 
of workers who still will be idle 
due to strikes after about 275,000 
General Motors and General Elec- 
tric workers go back. It said 425,- 
000 would be involved, whereas 
througout February the number 
ran well above 1,000,000, Last night 
it figured the number of continu- 
ing idle at 200,000, 

The largest number involved in 
an existing industry strike will be 
125,000 in steel fabricating. The 
largest on strike against one com- 
pany is 65,000 out at Westing- 
house Electric. 

Schwellenbach told reporters he 
hoped it would be ended “in the 
next few days.” 

In his statement last night, is- 
sued after the General Electric 
agreement was announced, Schwel- 
lenbach suid, “I hope that the 
same results may be obtained soon 
in other fields.” 

He said the General Motors 
agreement was “the most .signif- 
icant settlement we've had, point- 


ing toward an end of our indus- 
trial strife.” 

He added that a year from now, 
when the subject of wages comes 
up again in big industries, “pro 
duction will be so great that they 
will not have much labor prob 
lem.” 

A reporter asked if he meant 
that because of volume production 
and the resulting reduced unit 
costs, industry would grant new 
wage increases at that time. 

Schwellenbach said he didn’t 
know about that, but what he 
meant was that “both industry 
and labor will be in a better posi- 
tion to know what their future is. 
This period of: great uncertainty 
will have passed over. There won't 
be these sharp disputes about 
take-home pay and other matters 
that grew out of the sudden end 
of the war and the change in the 
national wage policy.” 

Senator Wayne Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, a former member of the 
War Labor Board, told a reporter 
the history of the General Motors 
case “shows how labor disputes 
should not be settled.” : 

Morse is a member of the Sen- 
ate labor committee, which is con- 
sidering a new labor bill written 
as a substitute for the more dras- 
tic Case bill passed by the House. 

Schwellenbach at his press con- 
ference said he was opposed to the 
Case. bill and the Senate substi- 
tute. He pointed to the General 
Motors settlement as having been 
reached through fact-finding and 
mediation — demonstrating that 
“no single method can be found” 
for settling disputes. The Senate 
proposal would establish a media- 
tion board outside the labor de- 
partment,

—Proceedings in the State Senate 
yesterday presented a typical ex- 
ample of the playing of small pol- 
itics in government when more) 
than two hours of a five-hour ses-¢ 
sion in a critical stage of legis- 
lation were devoted to attempts 
to obtain political patronage ad- 
vantage. 

With only slightly more than 
two weeks remaining in which to 
pass bills held to be necessary to 
meet the requirements of the new 
Constitution, the Senate took time 
out for politics. 

Pending in the Senate are 81 
of these “must” bills. In addition, 
there are 39 which the Committee 
on Legislative Research has re- 
ported “highly desirable.” That 
makes a tetal of 120 measures, 
most of which must be passed not 
later than April 2 if they are to 
become laws by July 1, the dead- 
line set in the Constitution for 
laws replacing existing laws which 
are in conflict with provisions of 
the new Constitution. 


Emergency Clause Lacking. 


Some of these bills carry emer- 
gency clauses which will make 
them effective when signed by 
the Governor, but many impor- 
tant measures do not. Under the 
Constitution the law can be made 
effective in 90 days after the be- 
ginning of the legislative recess 
which is set for April 2. 

Most legislators frankly say 
there is no possibility that all the 
“must” legislation can be enacted 
within the next two weeks, and 
the only possible way of meeting 
the emergency is by passing many 
of the bills after the conclusion 
of the recess May 6, and tacking 
emergency clauses on them. In 
some instances this procedure will 
be of doubtful validity. 


Regardless of this ticklish situa- 
tion, the senators went all out for 
political patronage advantage. 


Senator H. R. Williams of Cass- 
ville, Republican floor leader, took 
the lead at the morning session | 
immediately after he called up for 
perfection a bill creating a new 
State Department of Agriculture. 
To be included as a division in the 
Department is the existing Grain 
Warehouse Department. 


“Cold Turkey” Patronage. 


Williams submitted an amend- 
ment providing that the existing 
department should be transferred 
“as now existing” and that the 
Grain Warehouse Commissioner 
should serve as director of the di- 
vision until his present term ex- 
pires in April, 1947. 


“Cold turkey,” Williams said, 
“this amendment is for the pur- 
pose of holding in their jobs the 
present commissioner and the 140 
employes in the Department, all of 
whom are Republicans. This is 
the only Republican-controlled de- 
partment remaining in the state 
government, and I want to hold 
these jobs.” 


He said that if the position of 
director was made available for 
immediate appointment, he had 
no doubt that Gov. Donnelly would 
appoint a Democrat and all the 
Republicans would lose their jobs. 
Nearly two hours was taken up 
in the debate over the issue of 
whether Republicans or Demo- 
crats should have the jobs under 
consideration. There being more 
Republicans than Democrats in 
the Senate, the Williams proposal 
was adopted, although in a 
slightly different form in a sub- 
stitute amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Jasper Smith of Springfield. 


County Clerk Bill. 


At the afternoon session the po- 
litical issue arose over a bill cre- 
ating the office of county clerk 
for all counties in the state.

IZVESTIA ASSAILS 
IRAN ‘IMPERIALISTS’ 


By EDDY GILMORE 
MOSCOW, March 14 (AP)—TIran 
was accused in the government 
newspaper Izvestia today of try- 
ing to seize Russian territories in 


the early years of the Soviet Un- 
ion and of harboring politicians 
who still desired to carry out im- 
perialistic designs against the 
U.S.S.R. 

The writer, Nikolai Alexeev, in 
a lengthy article entitled “The 
Iranian Question—The Grasping 
Plans of Iranian Reactionaries,” 
said some Iranians who enter- 
tained plans against Russia in 
1919 still “exerted no smal] in- 
fluence in the direction of Iranian 
politics.” 

Izvestia asserted the Iranians 
in a note in 1919 included a de- 
mand for the Soviet Union to hand 
over almost half of the Caucasus, 
including the whole of Soviet 
Azerbaijan, the oil city of Baku, 
Soviet Armenia, the city of Yere- 
van, and parts of the Trans- 
Caucasus, a total of 750,000 square 
kilometers of Soviet’ territory 
(289,000 square miles). 

“This ruling clique in Iran—not 
without instigation from the out- 
side—dreamed of tearing away 
Soviet territories and also went 
so far as to try to make the Cas- 
pian sea into an internal Iranian 
sea,” Alexeev asserted. 

Ibrahim Hakimi, who was pre- 
mier of Tehran just before the 
present premier, Ahmed Qavam es 
Saltaneh, was declared by Alexeev 
to be among the clique entertain- 
ing anti-Soviet designs. 

“It cannot be considered as ac- 
cidental that this same Hakimi 
who in 1919 was a member of the 
Government , .. and one of the 
instigators of the seizure plans of 
the Caucasus was the same Hakimi

The conference board of 60 
members said the settlement 
would have to be approved also by 
the membership of 60 locals and 
that it would recommend such ac- 
tion. 

Formal ending of the walkout, 
which began Jan, 15 and which 
has held up production of a large 
part of the nation’s supply of 
industrial and home electric ap- 
pliances, hinged on ratification of 
the agreement by the union mem- 
bership. 

Union leaders expressed hope 
last night that this process would 
be completed in time to permit 
|resumption of work Monday, but 
leaders of locals in Bridgeport, 
| Conn., and Bloomfield, N. J., said 
that picketing of General Electric 
plants in those cities would con- 
tinue until the agreement had 
been ratified. 

The wage increase will not be- 
come effective until it has been 
approved by the National Wage 
Stabilization Board, according to 
Albert J. Fitzgerald, union presi- 
dent, and E. D, Spicer, company 
vice president.

Comrade 
Stalin gave clarifications which 
are set out below in the form of 
answers to the correspondent’s 
questions. 

Q: How do you assess the last 
speech of Mr. Churchill which was 
made in the United States? 

A: I assess it as a dangerous act 
calculated to sow the seed of dis- 
cord among the Allied govern- 
ments and hamper their co-opera- 
tion. 

Q: Can one consider that the 
speech of Mr. Churchill is damag- 
ing to the cause of peace and 
security? 

A: Undoubtedly, yes, In sub- 
stance, Mr. Churchill now stands 
in the position of a firebrand of 
war. And Mr. Churchill is not 
alone here. He has friends not 
only in England but also in the 
United States of America, 


Recalls Hitler Crusade. 

In this respect, one is reminded 
remarkably of Hitler and his 
friends. Hitler began to set war 
bbose by announcing his racial 
theory, declaring that only people 
speaking the German language 
represent a fully valuable nation. 
Mr. Churchill begins to set war 
loose also by a racial theory, 
maintaining that only nations 
speaking the English language 
are fully valuable nations, called 
upon to decide the destinies of 
the entire world. 

The German _ racial theory 
brought Hitler and his friends to 
the conclusion that the Germans, 
as the only fully valuable nation, 
must rule over other nations. The 
English racial theory brings Mr. 
Churchill and his friends to the 
conclusion that nations speaking 
the English language, being the 
only fully valuable nations, should 
rule over the remaining nations 
of the world. 

In substance, Mr. Churchill and 
his friends in England and the 
United States present nations not 
speaking the English language 
with something like an ultimatum: 
“Recognize our lordship voluntari- 
ly and then al]l will be well. In 
the contrary :case, war is in- 
evitable.” 

But the nations have shed their 
blood during five years of cruel 
war for the sake of liberty and 
the independence of their coun- 
tries, and not for the sake of ex- 
changing the lordship of Hitler 
for the lordship of Churchill. 

It is therefore highly probable 
that the nations not speaking 
. English and which, however, make 
up an enormous majority of the 
world’s population, will not con- 
sent to go into a new slavery. The 
tragedy of Mr. Churchill lies in 
the fact that he, as a deep-rooted 
tory, cannot understand this 
simple and obvious truth. 


‘Setup for War.’ 

There is no doubt that the setup 

of Mr. Churchill is a setup for 
war, a call to war with the Soviet 
Union. It is also clear that such 
a setup as that of Mr. Churchill 
is incompatible with the existing 
treaty of alliance between Eng- 
land and the _ U.S.S.R. Mr. 
Churchill, in order to confuse his 
readers, declares in passing that 
the length of the Anglo-Soviet 
treaty for mutual aid and co- 
operation could easily be extended 
to 50 years. 
' But how can one reconcile such 
a statement by Mr. Churchill with 
his setup for war against the So- 
viet Union, his preaching of war 
against the Soviet Union? It is 
clear that these things can in no 
way be compatible. 

If Mr. Churchill, calling for war 
against the Soviet Union, still con- 
siders it possible to extend the 
duration of the Anglo-Soviet treaty 
to 50 years, then it means that he 
considers this treaty as an empty 
piece of paper, to be used in or- 
der to conceal and disguise his 
anti-Soviet setup. 

On this account, one cannot con- 
sider seriously the declaration of 
Mr. Churchill's friends in England 
about the extension of the Soviet- 
English treaty to 50 years or 
more. Problems of the duration 
of a treaty have no sense if one 
of the parties violates the treaty 
and turns it into an empty scrap 


of paper. 
Affront to Russian Neighbors. 

Q. How do you assess that part 
of Mr. Churchill’s speech in which 
he attacks the democratic regime 
of the European countries which 
are our neighbors and in which 
he criticizes the good neighborly 
relations established between 
these countries and the Soviet 
Union? 

A. This part of Mr. Churchill's 
speech is a mixture of the ele- 
ments of libel with the elements 
of rudeness and lack of tact. Mr. 
Churchill maintains that Warsaw, 
Berlin, Prague, Vienna, Budapest, 
Belgrade, Bucharest, and Sofia, 
al] these famous cities and the 
populations of those areas, are 
within the Soviet sphere and are 
all subjected to Soviet influence 
and to the increasing control of 
Moscow. 

Mr. Churchill qualifies this as 
the “boundless expansionist ten- 
dencies of the Soviet Union.” It 
requires no special effort to show 
that Mr. Churchill rudely and 
shamelessly libels not only Moscow 
but also the above-mentioned 
states neighborly to the U.S.S.R. 

To begin with, it is quite absurd

Secondly, one cannot forget the 
following fact: The Germans car- 
ried out an invasion the U.S.S.R.

The Germans were able to carry 


out the invasion through these. 


countries by reason of the fact 
that these countries had govern- 
ments inimical to the Soviet Union. 

As a result of the German in- 
vasion, the Soviet Union has ir- 
revocably lost in battles with the 
Germans, and also during the Ger- 
man occupation and through the 
expulsion of Soviet citizens to 
German slave labor camps, about 
7,000,000 people. In other words, 
the Soviet Union has lost in men 
several times more than Britain 
and the United States together. 

It may be that some quarters 
are trying to push Into oblivion 
these sacrifices of the Soviet 
people which insured the libera- 
tion of Europe from the Hitlerite 
yoke. 

But the Soviet Union cannot 
forget them. One can ask, there- 
fore, what can be surprising in 
the fact that the Soviet Union, 
in a desire to insure its security 
for the future, tries to achieve 
that these countries should have 
governments whose relations to 
the Soviet Union are loyal? How 
can one, without having lost one’s 
reason, qualify these peaceful 
aspirations of the Soviet Union as 
“expansionist tendencies” of our 
government? 


Defense of Polish State. 


Mr. Churchill further maintains 
that the Polish Government under 
Russian lordship has been spurred 
to an unjust and criminal spolia- 
tion against Germany. Here, aha | 
word is a rude and offensive libel. 

Contemporary, democratic Po- 
land is led by outstanding men. 
They have shown by deeds that 
they know how to defend the in- 
terests and worth of their home- 
land, as their predecessors failed 
to do. 

What reason has Mr. Churchill 
to maintain that the leaders of 
contemporary Poland can submit 
their country to a lordship by 
representatives of any country 
whatever? Does Mr. Churchill 
here libel the Russians because he 
has intentions of sowing the seeds 
of discord between Poland and the 
Soviet Union? 

Mr. Chugchill is not pleased that 
Poland should have turned her 
policy toward friendship and al- 
liance with the U.S.S.R. There 
was a time when in the mutual 
relations between Poland and the 
U.S.S.R. there prevailed an ele- 
ment of conflict and contradic- 
tion. This gave a possibility to 
statesmen, of the kind of Mr. 
Churchill, to play on these con- 
tradictions, to take Poland in hand 
under the guise of protection from 
the Russians, to frighten Russia 
by specters of a war between 
Poland and herself, and to take 
for themselves the role of arbiters. 
- But this time is past. For 
enmity between Poland and Rus- 
sia has given place to friend- 
ship between them, and Poland, 
present democratic Poland, does 
not wish any longer ta be a 
playing-ball in the hands of for- 
eigners. It seems to me that 
this is just what annoys Mr. 
Churchill and urges him to rude, 
tactless outbursts against Po- 
land. After all, it is no laugh- 
ing matter for him. He is not 
allowed to play for other peo- 
ple’s stakes. 

As for Mr. Churchill’s attack on 
the Soviet Union in connection 
with the extending of the western 
boundaries of Poland, as compen- 
sation for the territories seized by 
the Germans in the past, there it 
seems to me that he quite bla- 
tantly distorts the facts. 

As is known, the western fron- 
tiers of Poland were decided upon 
at the Berlin conference of the 
three powers, on the basis of Po- 
land’s demands, 

‘The Soviet Union repeatedly de- 
clared that it considered Poland’s 
demands just and correct. It may 
well be that Mr. Churchill is not 
pleased with this decision. But

WASHINGTON. 


T is time for Americans to understand the position of the United 
States in the world, our vast potential strength, and the degree 
to which other nations depend upon our strength as the hope of 
If these things can be measured at all, they can be 


measured by the quiet, behind-the-scenes progress now being made 
towards the establishment of a globe-encircling system of American 


air bases. Miracles are not to be 


expected overnight, but it can be 


stated on the highest authority that the outlook for the base negotia- 
tions is solidly hopeful in almost all key areas. 


This is vitally important in it- 
self. It is also important as a 
clue to what is expected of us. 
Any man in his senses must rea- 
lize that the British, the Danes, 
the Icelanders or any other na- 
tions permitting us to retain air- 
bases in their territory are both 
strengthening our competitive ad- 
vantage on the world airways, and | 
making some sacrifice of sov- 
ereignty. For these reasons, six 
months ago, the outlook for the 
base negotiations was radically 
different. Why has a change oc- 
curred? “Because the world, sit- 


uation has changed,” replied one 
of those taking part in the nego- 
tiations, “and therefore most na- 
tions now tend to regard Amer- 
ican airbases as investments in 
their own future security.” 
Greenland, Iceland Bases. 


It is widely but ignorantly sup- 
posed that the heart of the issue 
of future American air and other 
bases lies in the disposition which 
is made of the bases acquired by 
our forces in the Pacific. 

Certain of these bases, such as 
Okinawa, which gives command of 
the Asiatic mainland and Siberia, 
are certainly of the utmost impor- 
tance. Nevertheless, the Pacific 
bases do not constitute the major 
part of the problem; since our oc- 
cupancy of these bases will not 
infringe upan any but Japanese 
sovereignty — a concept which 
may now be disregarded. 

Sovereignty is the predominant 
question, on the other hand, in 
the cases of the British Empire, 
Danish, Icelandic and South 
Ameritan bases which the joint 
chiefs of staff regard it as vital 
for us to retain. These are air- 
bases, For the present, to be sure, 
their use will be almost purely for 
ordinary air transport (which in- 
troduces the added complication 
of our commercial competition 
with the British and other air- 
lines). But their ultimate signifi- 
cance is as much political and 
military as it is economic, 

Indeed, from the standpoint of 
air rather than naval strategy, 
the bases in Greenland, Iceland, 
Arabia and India, in the Azores 
and at Natal in Brazil, are of 
vastly more value to us than all 
but a few of the Pacific Islands 
on which attention has been con- 
centrated to date. The public has 
been discussing the base question 
in naval terms. The joint chiefs of 
staff, however, have given equal 
if not greater weight to the use- 
fulness of airbases, and so has the 
State Department at the urging of 
the joint chiefs of staff, 


The British Change Minds, 


The real progress towards secur- 
ing these bases has been largely 
made in the past two months. 
About that long ago, serious nego- 
tiations were initiated with the 
British government for airbases 
within Empire territory. At Lon- 
don, Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes held several conversations 
on the subject with Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin, and in the past month 
the talks have taken on a more 
rapid tempo. 

This situation presents a sharp 
contrast with the past, when the 
British seemed to wish to block 


our securing airbases even beyond 
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their own borders. For example, 
when we first opened the question 
of making permanent our base in 
Iceland, the British protested that 
our overtures to the Icelandic 
Government would arouse Russian 
suspicions. But those overtures 
have now been renewed with full 
British accord, and have been well 
received by the Icelanders, 
Except in South America, where 
there are special local complica- 
tions, the picture is the same ev- 
erywhere. Portugal has agreed to 
extension of our use of the im- 


mensely valuable Santa Maria base 
in the Azores. The chances of a 
permanent base in Greenland are 
better than before, whereas at 
first the Danish Government did 
not even wish to discuss the sub- 
ject, on the ground that mere 
mention of it would cause the 
Russians to remain permanently 
in the Danish island of Bornholm 
in the Baltic. A base has been 
granted to us in Saudi Arabia by 
King Ibn Saud, and the establish- 
ment of other Middle and Far 
Eastern bases is a clear possibility. 


Our Part of the Bargain. 


The progress is gratifying. But 
before succumbing to undue sen- 
sations of pleasure, everyone 
should realize the motive which 
lies behind this new and wide- 
spread willingness to see .the 
global map dotted with American 
airbases. As Winston Churchill 
is reported to have remarked 
when the subject was informally 
discussed with him here, the case 
is almost on all fours with the 
great case of the Caribbean bases 
in the summer of 1940.

WINTER PARK, Fla., March

As 
such, it is not a world govern- 
ment, and therefore cannot by 
law prevent armed conflict be- 
tween nations and establish jus- 
tice and security.”

Soviet Union Expects to Double 
Electricity Output, Holds Up US. 
As the Goal to Reach and Surpass 


Dnepr Dam, Destroyed in War, Befng Re- 
built with Larger Capacity — Stalin Aims 


at 500,000,000 Tons of Coal a Year; 
Developing Great Oil Resources.

MOSCOW, March 14 (AP). 


O make full use of all its new and proposed means of transpor- 
tation, the Soviet Union must devote major attention to the 
production of power—electricity, coal and oil. 


Foremost, perhaps, on the list is the reconstruction at Zaporozhye 
On the Dnepr. There the huge Dnepr dam and power station were 


destroyed during the war. 


The work has been going on 
since the Germans were pushed 
out of the region early in 1944 
and the hydroelectric station’ will 
produce its first power this year. 
In the words of Ivan Kandalos, 
chief engineer at the location, 
restoration and new building is 
under way on all sections. 


In 1944 I flew over the. dam 
and circled twice. It was a mess. 
Thousands of tons of concrete and 
steel were blown all over the 
landscape. The place looked like 
a flooded graveyard with sullen 
water moving slowly between the 
tombstones. 

Already, the dam’s buttresses 
have been rebuilt. The road 
across the top is finished, and by 
this spring enough actual con- 
crete will have been poured to 
commence impounding the waters. 


Increase in Capacity. 


The new dam will*have a great- 
er capacity than ever, although 
previously it was the biggest hy- 
droelectric dam in Europe. 


New construction in this region 
will also see highway bridges 
built at Zaporozhye below the 
dam to relieve the burden of traf- 
fic. across its top and another at 
Dnepropetrovsk close by, This, too, 
will be devoted to automobile and 
truck traffic, generally local, 


Russians expect that by 1950 
their electric power potential gen- 
erally will be doubled. More sta- 
tions are to be built to bring this 
about, Completely new stations 
are to go up in the Moscow region, 
Leningrad, Gorky and _ several 
places in the Urals as yet un- 
announced. 

The Soviets have a hard battle 
to achieve this doubling by 1950. 


In addition to normal obstacles, a 
big program of education among 
the workers who man these sta- 
tions must be carried out. Engi- 
neer A. A. Pavlenk, writing in 
the newspaper Trud on Feb. 20, 
1945, severly criticized the low use 
of hydroelectric power in the 
country’s general usage of elec- 
tricity. In 1940, he said, it was 
about 10.6 per cent of its poten- 
tial, while the United States was 
realizing 33 per cent, Canada 98 
per cent and France 54 per cent. 


U. S. Used for Comparison. 


“A surplus of workers does not

When Dr. Y. created the irrevocable trust, he did 
so first to provide his wife with an independent 
income and second, to save income taxes by trans- 
ferring a part of the family income from his own 
high surtax brackets to Mrs. Y.’s much lower tax 
brackets. The saving in family income taxes has 
averaged $500 to $600 a year. An additional tax 
advantage lies in the fact that the property in the 
irrevocable trust should not be included in Y.’s 
estate for tax purposes nor in the estate of Mrs. Y. 


A further advantage not contemplated at the time 
the trust was set up lies in the fact that Mrs. Y.’s 
independent income permits her to pay the pre- 
miums on the $40,000 insurance which she recently 
purchased on her husband's life. Since she owns this 
insurance and pays the premiums on it, it should 
not be included in his estate for tax purposes. The 
result is to eliminate $80,000 from the. doctor's 
estate, and to reduce his prospective estate tax from 
$32,700 to $9,500 as compared with what the 
situation would be had the doctor not created the 
trust and then had himself taken out the $40,000 
additional life insurance. 


Professional men in particular are faced with 
difficult problems of estate planning. They are de- 
pendent upon earnings from personal service and 
upon what they can save. Unlike successful business- 
men, they cannot look forward to building up a 
business to provide continued earnings after retire- 
ment.

The Squeeze on Landlords 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In relation to rent contro] as discussed 
fn your letter column recently, the idea 
seems to be slowly impressing itself 
that we cannot ask of property owners 
a performance which is not exacted of 
any other group. 

OPA admits that food prices have 
risen 45 per cent and clothing almost 
the same. We know those prices are 
paid avidly out of wages commensurate 
with that increase. 

OPA then says to a landlord, “If you 
have a greater outlay for heat in the 
cost of coal or twice the wage formerly 
paid to a janitor, you absorb the dif- 
ference.” 

The question, “What was the cost on 
March.1, 1942?” is no longer pertinent. 
Nothing can be maintained or replaced 
at that same figure. A room that was 
papered for $5 at that time now costs 
$12, same workmanship, poorer paper. 

If I live in my own house, I pay in- 
creases in coal and repairs. Why, then, 
have I a right to ask that another citi- 
zen assume these increases in cost from 
which I enjoy the benefit? 

In the hard days of the 1930s, no ten- 
ent Was compelled to remain in a dwell- 
ing or apartment and pay rent because 
the owner was in danger of losipg his 
property through defaulted interest or 
tax payments. Some rents today are at 
the same level as in 1932. But the OPA 
maintains that if a price prevailed on 
March 1, 1942, it holds now. 

The whole situation is so arbitrary 
that it not only works a hardship on a 
property owner but it defeats the goal 
of increasing housing. Why would any 
owner attempt to remodel or make avail- 
ablé for rental, something for which he 
could hope to get a return reasonable 
in 1942, but certainly not reasonable at 
wage and material] prices of 1946? 

At once, we hear the cry “inflation.” 
Let us face the fact: we have inflation. 
But it will not be solved by saddling 
one portion of the citizenry with an 
economic incubus which is the problem 
of all. 

Today we have no private construc- 
tion of rental housing, and under OPA 
rules we need expect none.

The good appointments are of the kind that 
win public congratulation. For instance: Gen. 
Eisenhower to be Army Chief of Staff, Harold 
H. Burton to the Supreme Court, Wilson W. 
Wyatt to be Housing Expediter, Julius A. Krug 
to be Secretary of the Interior, Gen. Marshall 
as special envoy to China. 

On the other hand, the bad appointments have 
been very bad indeed, and three of these came 
in a group within recent weeks—the nomination 


of George Allen to the RFC board, of Edwin W. 


Pauley as Under Secretary of the Navy ‘and of 
Commodore James K. Vardaman to the Federal 
Reserve System’s board of governors. 

These nominations follow a common pattern. 
All three men have been political allies or per- 
sonal cronies of the President, and none of them 
has any particular fitness for the post to which 
he was named. 

Action has been completed on two of these 
appointments. Mr. Allen has been confirmed, 
after a perfunctory hearing at which he demon- 
strated his well-known talents as a comedian. 
Public protests did no good here, but at least 
vigilance may be continued to see that this 
obvious misfit does not become chairman of the 
RFC. As for Mr. Pauley, the withdrawal of his 
nomination by the President, at the appointee’s 
reluctant request, closed such a demonstration 
of public opinion’s power as the country has 
seldom seen. 

This leaves the third of these appointments, 
that of Vardaman, alone in the spotlight. It now 
automatically becomes the focus of that aroused 
popular opinion which served the country s0 
well in the case of Pauley. 

The Vardaman case offers no such crucial 
issues or such clean-cut evidence as the Pauley 
case; it simply boils down to the matter of the 
man’s competence or incompetence for the posi- 
tion to which he has been nominated. There are 
specific charges against Mr. Vardaman, in con- 
nection with his record as a bank president and 
shoe factory head in St. Louis, but these have 
not been documented. 

Obviously, it is the Senate committee’s first 
task to look into these charges, searchingly and 
carefully. Its subcommittee, after weeks of in- 


decision, has at last authorized subpenas for two . 


witnesses and has decided to call Robert Huel- 
sick of Ernst & Ernst, who is said to have cus- 
tody of the 1941 padded inventory which figured 
in the affairs of the former Vardaman Shoe Co. 

These aspects require investigation, but there 
is another aspect that already labels Mr. Varda- 
man as unqualified for the post: his experience 
of only two years in the banking field. The 
Federal Reserve System regulates the country’s 
credit system, and supervises most of its banking 
field. To place an inexperienced man on its 
governing board, for a period of. 14 years, is 
clearly undesirable, regardless, of any other fac- 
tors that may be brought out at the hearings. 

Public opinion was mobilized in the Pauley 
case and served the country well by preventing 
confirmation of an undesirable appointment. 
After his unhappy experience with that nomi- 
nation, Mr. Truman must be thinking some deep 
and somber thoughts about the Vardaman ap- 
pointment, 
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This Time It’s Spring 

Forsythia, lovely first gold of the spring, is 
invidiously singled out, and held up to public 
notice because it has been led by these warm 
and winy days to bloom a full two weeks ahead 
of season. Forsythia, forsooth! 

Many a staid gentleman walking along Wash- 
ington avenue, or Lindell boulevard, or making a 
pleasant way through Forest Park, has felt it. 
His feet have come up from the sidewalk with 
that slight bounce, the air he breathes has pro- 
duced that faint giddiness, and he has tingled 
all over with that indefinable and unmistakable 
tingle, which announce to him those truths that 
sometimes go deeper than the facts. In the 
heart of man it is spring. 

What is it in the air? What is it about the 
poetry of the Gioconda of D’Annunzio; about the 
lines of Maeterlinck in which Melisande, from 
her balcony, lets down her hair to, Pelleas; about 
being two-and-twenty? It is all one with the 
forsythia in bud, and certain middle-aged gentle- 
men rounding the corner of Eighth and Olive 
with dignity in their manner and springtime in 
their hearts. 

Let the forsythia bud. As for us, we’re way 
ahead of it. 
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Fu Manchu is a dated villain, if current de- 


velopments in Manchuria are any criterion. Now 
it’s Joe Manchu. 
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Military or Civil Control? 

A politics of hysteria, carefully nurtured by 
the War Department and the ‘Dies’ committee 
after the Russian-spy affair, is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for the Senate Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee’s recommending a military-control bill. 
Only a few days ago, it seemed certain that the 
committee would go along with Senator 
McMahon, its chairman, and with President 
Truman for all-civilian control. 

Spy-scare or not, the McMahon bill has the 
right principle. Control by the military, as 
Gen. Groves’s attitude has already made too 
sadly clear, will stifle further research and 
hamper beneficent applications in atomic energy. 
Hosts of scientists, including nearly all the dis- 
tinguished nuclear physicists, have said, and 
shown why, they cannot possibly work under 
such a scheme. aie 

To be sure, security must be preserved. It 
can be preserved by attaching military and naval 
officers to the civilian commission in advisory 
capacities. But this bill yould make the civilians 
the advisers and the armed forces the masters. 
Maybe the services and the committee Senators 
think a civilian commission would be unre- 
sponsive to the demands of security. If they 
think that, they are setting a pretty base valua- 
tion on civilians’ loyalty to their nation. 

If the committee’s action is logical, it would 
be equally logical to replace the President- 
Commander in Chief and the Secretaries of War 


military encroachment as steadfastly as from 
any other. Congress should reject the commit- 
tee report and take up the sound, constitutional, 
American formula of Senator McMahon. 


What Was It Worth? 


Both company and union profess satisfaction 
in the outcome of the 113-day General Motors 
strike. The company did not directly yield from 
its 1814-cent limit, nor did it give an inch to 
Walter P. Reuther’s attempted intrusion on man- 
agement, The union asserts, however, that it 
has actually won the extra one cent indirectly 
and, of course, it has a real and large gain in 
the dues check-off, which is something new in 
a GM contract. 

However, were these victories worth the cost? 
The public, by and large, will never believe it. 
It will take emplo¥es more than the two years 
of the new contract to catch up with their lost 
wages: nothing can compensate for the privation 
some of their families have suffered. It will 
take the company a long time to catch up with 
lost production, and maybe years to regain all 
its impaired good will. 

From the outside, the affair has visible value 
only as an inordinately expensive form of edu- 
cation. First, it is foolish for either side to 
precipitate a strike until collective bargaining 
has been tried to the limit. Neither side ex- 
hausted that resource before this strike. Sec- 
ond, it is foolish for the Government to impose 
itself as arbitrator against the wishes of either 
party unless it is prepared for more effective 
action if need be. And third, of course, or first, 
the President was foolish to abandon wage con- 
trols last August, which started the whole thing. 

The union and‘the President erred by bring- 
ing in the ability-to-pay issue, and the company 
rightly repudiated it. But, long after that was 
out of the way and the 30 per cent demand had 
been abandoned and long after the rest of the 
industry had reached agreement with the union, 
the company remained stiff-necked. Both sides 
often seemed more interested in propaganda 
than in production. 

There, for what it is worth, is the record. It 
is bitter ashes, we think, for everyone concerned, 
including the public. May the taste only linger 
long and strong enough to prevent a recurrence. 


Setback for the Money. Lenders 

As Missouri has seen many times in the past, 
the small-loan interests are crafty, resourceful 
and persistent. They still are. Not content with 
the still-liberal interest rates (up to 18 and 24 
per cent on small loans) allowed by pending 
legislation, they undertook to undermine the 
bills by means of amendments sponsored by 
friendly House members. It is to the credit of 
the House that it stood firm as a rock for the 
people’s welfare, rejected all the 17 amend- 
ments as fast as they came up and then reduced 
the rate on balances above $100 from 12 to 8 
per cent. 

One interesting device contrived by the money 
lenders was the scheme for killing the bill fix- 
ing interest rates, and instead setting up a com- 
mission, dominated by people in the business, 
to do the rate-fixing. This was probably the 
worst amendment offered, but Missourians can 
be sure that there will be others, for the lobby 
always rallies after a defeat, and has usually 
carried the day. So the Legislature will have to 
continue its alertness. 
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Relief for the Landlord 


In the thought that it may help tenants pro- 
tect themselves, we reprinted on this page same 
remarks about the ways of rapacious landlords 
and what to do about them. eIn fairness, how- 
ever, we take this occasion to observe that there 
are also many honest and ungreedy landlords 
with a valid grievance against the rigidity of 
rent controls, which is well stated in the letter 
column today. e 

Residential rents, except in the few buildings 
completed after 1941, stand at prewar levels. 
Meanwhile, operating costs have risen greatly. 
In natural consequence, maintenance and serv- 
ices have been widely curtailed, much to ten- 


ants’ annoyance and sometimes to their posi- 


tive discomfort. 

OPA has argued that net returns from rental 
property, largely because vacancies have been 
reduced to almost nothing, have stood up well. 
That contention, however, passes over three seri- 
ous inequities. 

First, just as there is a reasonable case for 
moderate increase in corporation profits over 
pre-war bases, there is a similar one for real 
estate income. Landlords, like dividend receiv- 
ers and everyone else, have to pay more now 
to live. Second, while many large rental oper- 
ators have enjoyed increased net returns, much 
of the rental supply is owned by elderly per- 
sons of small means who have put their life 
savings into a flat or two, whose net: returns 
have not increased. Many of these people, by 
all indications, badly, need some relief. 

Third, the repression of rents to a level below 
the plateau of the new wage-price policy has 
taken some rental property off the market and 
put some on the black market. The line has 
proved too low to be held, and the public has 
suffered from something like an outflanking, 
which the establishment of a new line could 
halt. 

In these circumstances, justice requires that 
rents be allowed to advance in some reasonable 
ratio to the advance of the general price level. 
OPA, under a congressional directive drawn 
flexibly enough not to weaken the firmness of 
rent control, should permit reasonable increases 
to at least those landlords who can show injury. 
A reasonable measure of relief, moreover, would 
vastly brighten the prospect of substantial new 
construction for rent, which is very dim indeed 
today.

Whole regions of this country feel left 
out of the industrial expansion and grow- 
ing wealth of the nation. Do these regions 
have a case? If so, what can be done to 
correct the situation? 


We put those issues to a group of lead- 
ing authorities. The experts are men who 
have studied the problems of regional eco- 
nomic development for many years, Nine 
out of 10 agree that the South and the 
West have definitely been left behind in 
the industrial expansion of our country. 


The matters which most seriously call 
for change, they state, are: 


(1) Unfair freight rates, which mean 
higher charges for industries in the less- 
developed regions. 

(2) Monopolistic Eastern corporations 
have controlled their prices and sales prac- 
tices, so that new companies in the West 
and South are placed in a bad competitive 
position. 

(3) Bankers and industrial corporations 
in the East have been unwilling to make 
loans or to set up new companies or branch 
plants in undeveloped regions, 


(4) The practice of big Eastern corpora- 
tions in sitting on important patents. 


What Can Government Do? 


The experts were also critical of the 
Federal Government. They charged the 
Government with tolerating the business 
practices cited above. But the most gen- 
eral] charge is that both Government and 
big business interests have lacked positive 
plans and action in support of economically 
sound projects for developing the South 
and West. They have tried to carry on 
in the old ways. 

What can be done? Ninety-five per cent 
of the experts declare that the Federal 
Government should act to remove the 
blocks interfering with the development of 
the less developed regions and promote 
their industrial growth. 

How? These, in gist, were their recom- 
mendations: 

(1) Reform still further the system of 
freight rates. 

(2) Enforce anti-trust laws that prevent 
throttling regional development, 


(3) Provide more positive aid for small 
business firms—first, by granting loans at 
low interest rates for promising enter- 
prises, and, second, by sponsoring a great 


increase in research and information serv- 
ices. 

(4) See that the great new war plants 
are turned over to companies that will op- 
erate them to the region’s advantage. 


(5) Improve the health and education in 
the poorer sections of the nation. 


(6) Take vigorous action in developing 
the land, forests, water power and other 
resources of underdeveloped areas. Large- 
scale regional planning is called for. TVA 
(the Tennessee Valley Authority) is pointed 
to by many of the experts as a great ex- 
ample of what can be done along these 
lines. Three-quarters of all the experts 
specifically approved the idea of setting up 
new “regional authorities” like TVA. 

- 


No Dictation from Washington 


When we asked why they favored such 
projects, they pointed out that this type of 
setup helps to develop an entire area, with 
the actual work in the hands of people in 
the locality. There is no dictation from 
Washington, no “bureaucratic control.” 


What has the TVA accomplished? They 
offer a long list of concrete achievements. 
It has improved the waterways and con- 
served the _ soil—controlled floods—fur- 
nished cheap electric power to homes and 
industries—supplied valuable technical help 
to farmers and small business men—en- 
couraged new private enterprises—and has 
given the people better houses, schools and 
communities. 


Those in the minority, who disapprove 
of new TVAs, argue that all the results are 
doubtful—that they conflict with private 
enterprise and with states’ rights—that it 
makes taxpayers of the entire nation pay 
for projects that benefit only a few. 


Most of the experts reject these charges, 
however. They belleve TVA has done a 
valuable job, and they suggest that similar 
arrangements will give equally good re 
sults elsewhere. But a number of them 
warn against following the TVA pattern 
slavishly. Each area has its own special 
problems and must adopt solutions that fit 
its special needs. 


In all these directions the experts insist 
that what is needed is Federal-local team- 
work. Action by Washington can achieve 
little by itself. The individual citizens of 
the regions must support the fight to win 
economic equality for themselves, 


Do Figures Lie? 


From the Dallas Morning News. 


When the Department of Labor issues its 
rosy reports on the number of “work stop- 
pages” caused by strikes and the number 
of man-days of idleness so caused; we get 
the impression that strikes are not so bad 
after all. 

Now let us consider three recent in- 
stances. New York’s 8,000,000 persons were 
virtually paralyzed in their activity by one 
work stoppage of 3500 men—the tugboat 
workers. 

The business of the nation’s third largest 


city, Philadelphia, with a population of 3,- 
000,000, was disrupted by a strike of 9900 
workers—the transit group. 


There was a similar result in Pittsburgh, 
sixth largest city, with a population of 2,- 
000,000, when a work stoppage involved 
3400 persons, 

Work stoppages by some 17,000 people 
disrupted the economic activity of 13,000,000. 
Which figure will the Department of Labor 
use? 


A Deserved Prize Award 
For a Novel of Integrity 


“Wasteland,” by Jo Sinclair. (Harper & Brothers, 

New York.) 

A prize has now been given to a novel 
which really deserves a prize. That fact 
alone is worth recording. The award is 
a modest one as awards go—only $10,000 
as the Harper Prize Novel—but its very 
modesty helps restore our faith in prizes, 
a faith which vanished almost completely 
a few weeks ago when $145,000 was 
awarded to “Before the Sun Goes Down,” 
by Elizabeth Metzger Howard, a book 
worth considerably less than the cost of 
printing it. 

Miss Jo Sinclair, author of “Wasteland,” 
is a young woman of great integrity. Her 
complete sincerity is evident in every page 
that she writes, She has deep emotional 
power and the ability to project herself 
into the problems of others, She sees life 
as it is; and In suggesting what it ought 
to be, she seldom loses her sure knowl 
edge of what it really Is. 

Her eyes clear, her ears keenly attuned 
to contemporary life, she has written a 
realistic novel as strong in its whole 
texture as it is in the warp and woof 
of the experiences which made it. Miss 
Sinclair knows how to write and she 
knows how to construct and she knows 
what materials she should write about. 
Her first novel, therefore, shows her at 


‘the threshold of what is likely to be an 


exceptional career, 
. 7 * 

The book deals with the re-integration 
through psychoanalysis of a young man, 
Jake Brown, whose emotional crisis has 
been induced chiefly by the disintegration 
of ties with his family and his people, 
the Jewish people. As he converses with 
his psychoanalyst, his life ig told to the 
reader through a generally skillful use 
of flashbacks. 

The gradual cure, the stages in the 
healing process, are presented with great 
understanding, and for the most part are 
completely convincing. Some of the solu- 
tions are too easy, and didacticism comes 
through too strongly in some of the latter 
pages. Yet, at a time when many books 
are using psychiatry in a rather cheap 
manner, exploiting its current popularity, 
here is an autor whose literary use of 
the subject shows complete integrity. 

The word “integrity” is simply ines- 
capable in writing about Miss Sinclair’s 
book. Only a person possessing all the 
depth of honesty which that word con- 
notes could have written as she*has done 
of “the power of which man is capable, 
the secret source of smile and joy, the 
infinitely painstaking capacity of the 
heart when once it is released.”

URING this past week we have come to the point where it is no 


that we may fail to make peace. 


We are at the dividing line where it is easier to fail than it will 


be to succeed, where the chances of war are in sober truth greater 


than the chances of peace. 


We are at that line in our relations witn 


the Soviet Union where, though there is as yet no formal diplomatic 


rupture, the process of diplomatic 
less seriously. 


Among great powers that is a 
most critical point. For if once 
it is passed, if once the conviction 
becomes fixed that no vital issue 
can be settled by negotiation, 
diplomacy after that consists in 
preparing for war. 

Diplomacy no longer expects to 
settle issues but only to postpone 
them, to gain time, to gain a more 
advantageous position, to mobilize 
opinion, to mobilize the wavering 
and uncertain nations, to mobilize 
the more powerful coalition. 

We are at that line. We have 
not crossed it. But we are right 
at it. If we drift across it, or are 
pushed and pulled across it, we 
shall not have war next week, | 
next month, and very probably | 
not even next year. 


What’s at the Bottom. 


Nevertheless, the paramount 
consideration here and abroad, 
avowed or unavowed, in all policy, 
domestic as well as diplomatic and 
military, will be in effect the 
preparation for war. 'For we shall 
be on the _ slippery downward 
slope, on which it is increasingly 
difficult to stop, where at the 
bottom there is world-wide inter- 
national and cévi] war. 

It is evident that the United 
States is not able alone to decide 
the issue of war or peace. At the 
best, the Unriited States can only 
control its own actions with a 
view of influencing the actions of 
other governments. But the chan- 
ces of peace, such as they are, 
now depend primarily upon the 
capacity of the United States to 
exert its power and influence at 
this critical and dangerous point 
in international affairs. 

If for any of many reasons— 
because of our own inertia and in- 
experience or because of interven- 
tion from abroad—we fail to 
manage our own participation, 
there will remain no likelihood of 
a peaceable settlement. 

There will then be no peace- 
maker among the powers, none to 
which the making of peace tran- 
scends in importance the defense 
or the creation of empire. The 
mediating and stabilizing influ- 
ence of the only great power 
which has no special vested inter- 
ests in Europe and in Asia will 
have been discounted, nullified 
and dissipated. 

Nothing, therefore, is so imme- 
diately urgent as to make it cer- 
tain and manifest in the councils 
of the nations, in the UNO, and 
alongside of it, that the independ- 
ent ‘udgment and initiative of this 
country have not been lost or re- 
nouncec. 


Only a Truce. 


If that is not done, the basis 
of a negotiated settlement be-| 
tween the Soviet Union and the. 
other powers will be gone. To any | 
successfully negotiated settlement | 
of the conflict between the Soviet. 
Union and China, the Soviet Union 
and the British Empire, the in- 
dependent presence of the United 
States is indispensable. 

If, as Mr. Churchill has pro- 
posed, we renounce an independ- 
ent role and enter a_e coalition 
against the Soviet Union, there 
will not be a negotiated settle-— 
ment. There will be at best a 
truce, an armistice before a war, | 
which will last only as long as| 
the race of armaments and the 
deadly  politicgl competition 
throughout Europe and_ Asia, 
which it must and will inaugurate. 

Our own role is exceptionally 
difficult in that we are not dealing 
only, as Mr. Churchill implied, 
with the expanding power of the 
Soviet Union. The real problem

for us is not the absolute strength 
of the Soviet Union but its 
strength relative to that of Eu- 
rope, the Middle East and China. 
Russia is a big power, of course, 
but what makes Russia so unman- 
ageably big at this Moment are 
the weakness and division of 
China, of the British Empire ind 
of Eurove. 


India’s Position. 


We dare/not miscalculate t* 
balance of power. There would be 
no serious problem in Manchuria 
if China were united, not in a con- 
dition of civil war, and able, there- 
fore, with loyal Chinese forces to 
deal with the Japanese armies and 
re-occupy Chinese territory. 


Nor would the position in Iran /r 


and Turkey be what it now is if 
India were a military asset and not 
a military liability of the British 
Empire. For what has shaken the 
British position in the Middle East 
is that India, which if the Empire 
were a going concern would be the 
greatest reservoir of imperial 
power, is in fact an exhausting 
drain upon the British power. 

India has some 400,000,000 people, 
and it is the leading industrial na- 
tion, apart from Russia, on the 
continent of Asia. If India could 
be counted upon, there would be a 
wholly different balance of power 
in Iran and Turkey, there would 
be no’such vacuum as now exists, 
and no question of Russia’s acting 
alone and refusing to negotiate. 

These are among the great, pri- 
mary, controlling realities of the 
world situation, and as they are 
perfectly evident to the Russians, 
we shall not be serving our own 
people loyally if we allow them to 
become obscured here. To make 
an anti-Soviet ‘coalition work, to 
make it so formidable that the 
Russians must withdraw, the 
United States would have to make 
up out of its own resources and 
military man power the deficit of 
force which exists because of the 
Chinese civil war, the disaffection 
of India, and the devastation of 
Europe. 

That is more than we could do 
even if our people were persuaded 
that it ought to be done. 


A Mediator’s Role. 


Our strength, actual and poten- 
tial, is very considerable, and it 
may be sufficient to bring about 
peace if it is prudently and as- 
tutely employed. It can be suffi- 
cient only if it is employed to sup- 
port us in the role of mediator 
and peacemaker who persistently 
and patiently keep intact the proc- 
ess of negotiation, never allowing 


a final rupture, between Moscow 
and London and Chungking. 


It may be impossible, or we may 
not have the resolution and wis- 
dom to be the peacemaker, to 
steer the ship of state through 
the treacherous waters, between 
the Scylla of appeasement and 
the Charybdis of entanglement, 
into the calm and open sea. But 
if we are to fail, let us at least 
have tried for the sake of the 
dead and of all the multitudes 
who must suffer so much more 
terribly if we fail. 

This tortured world must be 
spared another war, a war which, 
if it once begins, no man will 
know how it is to be ended. Rus- 
sia cannot conquer the United 
States nor can the United States 
conquer Russia. But they can be- 
come enmeshed in a war which 
cannot be decided, which will go 
on and on as a terrible mixture of 
civil war, famine, and annihilation 
and extermination at long range, 
which no one could have any plan 


for stopping.

UNIVERSITY CITY TO EXPAND

Purchase for $93,000 of 48 acres 
of land adjoining the University 
City municipal golf links, to per- 
mit expansion of the course from 
nine to 18 holes, was approved by 
the Board of Aldermen last night.

I do not know whether 
Mr. Churchill and his friends will 
succeed in organizing after the 
second world war a new military 
expedition against eastern Europe. 
‘But if they succeed in this, which 
is not very probable, since mil- 
lions of common people stand on 
guard over the peace, then one 
man confidently says that they 
will be beaten, just as they were 
beaten 26 years ago.

ARSNIPS are one of the most 
P economicat vegetables to buy 
at this season of the year, and 
when their food value is checked 
up on, one is impressed again 
with their high rating. Their car- 
bohydrate content is about like 
that of potatoes but they have 
much more calcium and as much 
iron and vitamin C and about as 
much vitamin B as potatoes, But 
one quality that does not appeal 
to most people is lack of color, 
soft texture, and sweetish flavor. 
Yet the texture is very similar to 
sweet potatoes. But this sweetish 
flavor which is very distinctive, 
can be used to advantage. While 
the color is pale, it is a creamy 
one, and because they have a 
rather sugar content, they brown 
quickly to one of the most tempt- 
ing of golden brown colors. 
Their texture is of two kinds. 
The core differs considerably 
from the other flesh. If the core 
is really not woody, this variation 
adds to their appeal. When the 
core is perceptibly woody, this is 
easily stripped out neatly after 
the parsnips are parboiled. Par- 
boiling should be used in any 
method of serving. It should be 
done in a minimum amount of 
water so that by the time the 
parsnips are tender, all the water 
will be practically evaporated. 
When they are served crusty 
brown and piping hot with a 
sauce of harmonizing tartness, 
this vegetable can be a favorite.

Two pounds parsnips, water to 
cover, two teaspoons salt, one- 
quarter cup butter or margarine, 
four teaspoons cornstarch, three- 
quarters cup orange juice, three 
tablespoons lemon juice, one tea- 
spoon sugar. 

Scrub the parsnips, scrape or 
peel very thinly. Cut in eighths 
lengthwise. Place in just enough 
boiling salted water to cover and 
cook covered until barely- tender 
about 12-15 minutes. Do not over- 
cook. Drain well. Heat butter in 
skillet and brown the drained 
cooked parsnips. Use a moderate 
heat as parsnips burn very easily 
due to their high sugar content. 
Meanwhile, blend cornstarch thor- ° 
oughly with part of cold orange 
juice. Add remaining ingredients 
and heat just to boiling (in same 
pan used to boil parsnips) stir- 
ring constantly. When parsnips 
are delicately browned on all 
sides, remove to a serving platter, 
add orange sauce to the butter 
used for browning. Stir to mix 
and pour over parsnips. Serve at 
once. Four generous servings.

Help Child to Develop

HEN children are little, 
W tnaz mothers have to choose 

what they shall eat, what 
they shall wear and what they 
shall do or not do, But children 
have a habit of growing and un- 
less their mothers’ attitudes grow 
in step with the children's growth, 
things are not going to go 
smoothly between them. 


All mothers look forward to see- 
ing their children grown into in- 
telligent, successful adults. Some- 
times however they fail to recog- 
nize the fact that growth is long 
and slow and gradual, It never 
comes all of a sudden so that a 
child remains a child until the 
day of his twenty-first birthday 
when he is suddenly an adult, 
able to go on his own, Birthdays 
have nothing to do with that. 
Nothing at all. What counts for 
growth and maturity are ex- 
perience and habits. 
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CHILDREN, like adults, must 
learn by experience the things 
that matter. We cannot think for 
them, do for them or live for 
them. They must live, learn, en- 
joy and suffer according to the 
old, old scheme of life... That 
means that the sooner we begin to 
allow them to experiment with 
safe limits, the better. The sooner 
we allow them to choose things 
for themselves, to make decisions 
and abide by them, the better 
off the children will be in time 
to come. 


Little children can choose what 
clothes they prefer if they are 
shown the garments, two only, 
from which they may choose one. 
Once they have made their choice 
and they are to be given time and 
advice but no pressure, they must 
abide by it. They are given like 
choices in the matter of enter- 
tainment, toys, the simple facts 
of their lives. Allowed this oppor- 
tunity for growth, advised, safe- 
guarded unobtrusively and wisely, 


they become intelligent self-con- 
trolling young people sooner and 
with more power than when they 
are governed in every particular 
by their parents. 
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THIS DOES NOT MEAN a self- 
willed child, a spoiled child, nor 
one who flouts parental authority. 
There is less likelihood of such a 
result from this easier way of gov- 
erning -children than there is 
from the despotic one. No little 
boy should be made to wear golden 
curls to his shoulder because his 
mother loves his curls; no little 
girl should be obliged to wear 
red because her mother always 
wanted to and couldn't. Even a 
four year old knows how his hair 
would guit him best. Give the 
children a voice in their way of 
life, within their limited field of 
understanding and everybody will 
be the better for it, Certainly the 
children will be the gainers. 


Pork Tenderloin 


Sauteed pork tenderloins with 
apricots make a fine dish for a 
blustery night. Buy about two 
pounds of pork tenderloin and ask 
the butcher to cut it in one and 
one-fourth inch slices, flattened 
into patties. Season three or four 
tablespoons c.f flour with salt and 
pepper and dredge the meat with 
the mixture. Let the “patties” 
stand for about five minutes. Then 
dip them into egg and water, then 
into crumbs and let stand five 
minutes longer, Saute the tender- 
loins in hot drippings or fat until 
a golden color on each side. Re- 
move them to a platter, keeping 
them hot, Thicken the pan juices 
with a little flour and stir in 


‘about a cup of juice from a can 


of apricots. Simmer gently for 
three or four minutes. Then pour 
this sauce over the meat and gar- 
nish with the apricots, which have 
been well-drained and lightly 
warmed,

By Weaklings’

effects of alcoho] on the mind and 
the body,” he began. “I said alco- 
hol was a stimulant but she said 
it depressed the drinker. We 
should like to have you settle the 
debate and tell us what psycholo- 


gists have found regarding the 
use of intoxicating beverages. 

“T know that whenever I drink, 
IT am a whole lot better as a con- 
versationalist. In fact, I have to 
have a few cocktails to warm up 
at a party. 

“My wife isn’t affected so much 
in her speech by liquor, but she 
always grows affectionate and 
wants to kiss everybody. What 
makes these differences between 


people?”

ALCOHOL really is a depres- 
sant in its effect on our minds 
and muscles. It slows up our re- 
actions to stimuli around us and 
hence makes us more liable to ac- 
cidents, as in automobile driving. 
It renders us less critical mentally 
because of the depressant effect, 
sO we say and do many things 
which we would never permit if 
we were possessed of our normal 
critical faculty. 

Although the quiet, shy person 
may warm up and become talka- 
tive after a few drinks, this is 
really a sign of the depressant 
mental effect of alcohol. On the 
surface, I'll admit, it ap, -ars as 
if he has been stimulated. Actual- 
ly, his critical faculty is depressed, 
zo he reverts to a more infantile 
condition and tells stories and 
does silly things which he would 
not perform if his higher thought 
processes were not anesthetized 
with alcohol.

YOUNG PEOPLE are likely to 
drink because of several reasons. 
First, they think it is a mark of 
sophistication. They think if they 
use liquor they will appear worldy 
wise, and hence more important. 

Then, too, they ofteno lack as- 
surance at parties. They have 
social inferiority complexes. They 
are afraid, because they are alert 
mentally and realize their limited 
experience. A few drinks dull their 
higher critical faculties and pro- 
duce temporary feeble-mindedness, 

Then they no longer are timid, 
but now are more childlike, so 
they dance and sing: or tell risque 
stories, thinking they are the life 
of the party. Their mental age 
may drop to kindergarten level. 

Because it depresses critical 
mental functions, many men urge 
liquor on their girl friends so that 
the latter wil] not be averse to 
intensive petting. Alcohol becomes 
a socially approved form of nar- 
cotic by which young women are 
publicly doped for private petting 
parties later. Many young women 
even seek liquor to dull their own 
consciences in such fashion s0 
they can engage in affairs with- 
out feeling that they are to blame. 
“It really wasn’t my fault. I didn’t 
know what was happening,” they 
try to rationalize,

THE PERSON who normally is 
afraid, may feel released from his 
inhibitions and want to fight 
everybody when he is intoxicated. 

The frigid woman, consciously 
repressed, may warm up emotion- 
ally and want to kiss all those 
around her. The _ introverted, 
stage-fright type may get up and 
orate loudly, But when drinking 
alone, most people succumb to 
drowsiness and fall asleep. 

Alcohol has some food and 
medicinal value, but most people 
who employ it, do so for the psy- 
chological reasons mentioned, or 
for an escape from unpleasant or 
painful surroundings and mem- 
ories. 

It is the psychological erutch 
sought, and often used, by weak- 
lings.

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Crown Prince of Folk Singers 
Ernest Tubb, Broke Five Years Ago, Now Makes $150,000 a Year

RNEST ‘TUBB, long, lanky 
E. Texan, newest crown prince 

of the folk singers, may be 
“walking the floor over you,” as 
the title of his best-known song 
goes, but at least he’s not walk- 
ing the floor over financial wor- 
ries. He made $150,000 last year 
from radio contracts, personal ap- 
pearances, sheet music and song- 
book royalties and sale of his 
Decca recordings, which rank in 
volume second only to ‘Bing 
Crosby. 


Never heard Tubb on the air? 
Then you’re not a follower of the 
Grand Old Opry and Opry House 
Matinee radio programs and this 
story is not for you, unless you'd 
like to learn how a clean-cut, 
earnest young fellow with only a 
fifth-grade education made his 
way into the heavy folding money 
after being broke as recently as 
five years ago, ; 


Yes, Tubb is living proof of the 
adage about the gold to be found 
in them there hillbillies. The Tubb 
recording of his “Walking the 
Floor” composition alone sold a 
million copies, and many other of 
the 80 songs he’s written and 
sung have, at one time or another, 
been among the folk first five. 


“Just good old American folk 
music is what I like to call the 
songs I sing,” Tubb said in his 
slow drawling voice, as he relaxed 
between shows in the simply fur- 
nished—two chairs and two coat- 
hangers—dressing room backstage 
at the Municipal Auditorium 
where he and his troupe made a 
personal appearance last Sunday. 


“I know some people call us 
hillbillies, but when I think of hill- 
billies, I don’t think of entertain- 
ers. I think of some old guy down 
in the hills who never had on a 
pair of shoes. My boys wear 
boots, anyway.” 

Friendly and completely unpre- 
tentious, Tubb talks frankly about 
that long and less than luxurious 
stretch of his career as well as 
his lack of some of the formal 
educational advantages. Now 32, 
he was the youngest of five chil- 
dren and was born on a ranch 
near Crisp, Tex. 

“I was just a country boy,” he 
smiles, “and I didn’t quit school 
because I didn’t like it; I quit be- 
cause I had to go to work. At 
that, I got through five grades in 
the 15 months before I had to quit. 
Of course since that time I’ve 
done a lot of reading and educat- 
ing myself, and I think the great- 
est education is knowing people 
and understanding human nature. 
Some people with the best educa- 
tions don’t succeéd in life because 
they don’t know people.” 

Tubb had ample opportunity to 
get to know people in the next 
few years as he worked as a ditch 
digger at Randolph Field, Tex., 
where he “dug enough ditches to 
surround Nashville” (where his 
radio programs originate), as a 
truck driver, a drug store clerk 
and proprietor of such _ varied 
businesses as restaurants and-dry 
cleaning establishments, But as 
long as he could remember, sing- 
ing had been his principal hobby, 
and from the age of 14, when he 
had heard the late Jimmie Rodg- 
ers, “The Singing Brakeman,” he 
had longed to emulate that idol 
of all folk singers. 

In 1934 while he was working 
in a drug store in San Antonio, he 
got a chance to appear on a radio 
program—‘“more or less as a 
hobby,” he says, “with a salary of 
$2 for a 30-minute program.” One 
day on inspiration he telephoned 
Mrs. Jimmie Rodgers, widow of 
the singer, and asked her to listen 
to his programs. Mrs. Rodgers 
listened and decided that the 
young singer was the one most 
suitable to carry on her husband’s 
work. As encouragement, she pre- 
sented him with Jimmie’s famed 
guitar for which she had refused 
$3000. In addition, she helped 
him in singing and stage tech- 
nique. Today Tubb credits her as 
being the one “who encouraged

and guided me to success.” 


Still far from his goal, he took 
to the road, singing, in 1936; made 
a few records, and by 1939 was 
broke again. He bought a small 
night club at San Angelo, on 
credit, and made enough of a go 
of it to pay off all his debts in 
nine months. 


“Then I was taken sick, almost 
had pneumonia,” he says. “When 
I recovered I was _ practically 
broke. It seemed like my losing 
my health had lost me everything 
else. I took a job as a mattress 
salesman and I guess I was a suc- 
cessful one because after four 
months I was drawing top money 
with a guarantee of $100 a week. 
But I quit it to take a job in radio 
at $25 a week. Lost mah temper,” 
he smiled by way of explanation. 
“That was when I went into radio 
altogether. No, ma’am, I’ve never 
regretted it. I was never content- 
ed doing anything else.” 

This decision plus the composi- 
tion of the song, “Walking the 
Floor Over You,” which — he 
whipped out in 30 minutes one 
day, were the turning points in his 
career, he believes. At any rate, 
from that time on, his progress in 
radio and song writing went stead- 
ily ahead until in January 1943 he 
joined the Grand Old Opry cast, 
which is, he pointed out, “every 
folk singer’s ambition and the 
greatest program of its kind.” 


In the cast of the Opry House 
Matinee, the Saturday afternoon 
barn dance program, as well, Tubb 
receives an average of 7700 fan 
letters a week, most of them re- 
quests for such numbers as “Walk- 
ing the Floor,” “Soldier’s Last Let- 


ter,” and his newest composition, 
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“It’s Been So Long, Darlin’.” His 
favorite song is “Our Baby’s 
Book,” written about their baby 
who died at the age of seven 
months, and next to that, “Blue- 
Eved Elaine,” written for his 
wife. 

While we were discussing out- 
standing folk music hits the inter- 
view was interrupted by a knock 
at the door and the entrance of a 
tall, familiar looking man with a 
voice that matched Tubb’s Texas 
tones. 

“Just found out you were in 
town, boy,” said the visitor, “and 
I had to look you up.” 


As Tubb and Dizzy Dean—yes, 
the visitor was the one and only 
Dizzy—grappled in a manly hand- 
shake and mutual expressions of 
friendliness, we broke in. to in- 
quire if Dean was a Tubb en- 
thusiast, 

“Shore am,” he said emphatical- 
ly. “Always string along with the 
best, that’s what I say.” 

Tubb returned the compliment 
by telling us that baseball was his 
favorite sport along with boxing 
and horseback riding. He sched- 
ules his numerous personal ap- 
pearances so that he is on the road 
for three weeks and then spends 
a week at his 13-room ranch style 
home near Nashville, where he 
has chickens and hogs, two herses 
and two ponies for his children. 
His 10-year-old son, Justin Wayne, 
has sung on the radio since he 
was 2, and appears on the Opry 
House programs when he’s home 
from Castle Heights Military 
Academy. As proof that every- 
body wants to get into the act, 
Tubb says his 6-year-old daughter, 


Violet Elaine, inquired recently, 
“Daddy, when can I sing on the 
Grand Old Opry?” 

Like most folk singers, Tubb 
can’t read a note of music. Not 
too successful in movies thus far, 
he hopes to do much better this 
spring when he and the Texas 
Troubadours make a scheduled 
picture, 

“My ambition {fs to be as close 
to Jimmie Rodgers as a singer 
and to Gary Cooper as an actor as 
I can be,” he says. “And my 
greatest ambition of all is to make 
the life story of Jimmie Rodgers 
into a picture, as a tribute to his 
memory and to all his inspira- 
tion’s done for me.” 

You just can’t help liking a guy 
like that. With the possible ex- 
ception of you and this writer, 
success and $150,000 a year couldn’t 
happen to a nicer, more deserving

The grand slam in diamonds 
reached by North-South was cer- 
tainly a sound contract, but when 
West opened a heart and declarer 
made the perfectly natural lead 
of a trump at the second trick, 
the 4-0 trump break turned out 
to be an insurmountable obsta- 
cle. On the surface there were 
plenty of tricks, but “communi- 
cation difficulties” beset the de- 
clarer, and he found it utterly im- 
possible to avoid defeat. (Try it 
out for yourself, dear reader!) 

To repeat, it was entirely nat- 
ural to lead at least one high 
trump—but, remarkably enough, 
seven diamonds cannot be made 
after that lead, and in truth the 
contract is difficult to fulfill even 
when South can see exactly how 
the cards lie against him! As in 
SO Many bridge deals, optical il- 
lusion is very much involved! I 
suggest that the reader break off 
here and try to solve the problem 
with no further hints, before re- 
ferring to the solution that fol- 
lows. 

At the outset let me say that 
any solution appears simple—on 
the Columbus-and-the-egg princi- 
ple. If you made the hand, dear 
reader, take comfort from the 
fact that several acknowledged ex- 
perts spent considerable time on 
it before they saw the light! 

Three hearts are cashed, South 
discarding a spade and a club, 
The spade ace is cashed, then 
South ruffs a spade.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
—The Department of Labor an- 


nounced today that an arbitra- 
tion board in the flat glass indus- 
try unanimously had awarded a

The board directed that arbitra- 
tion be used in future grievance 
settlements if the companies and 
the union fail to agree.
